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Survey Methodology 


This survey was conducted online within the United States by The Harris Poll in partnership with JUST Capital 
from July 20-22, 2020 among 2,003 U.S. adults ages 18 and older. Respondents are selected among those who 
have agreed to participate in The Harris Poll surveys. 


The data is weighted to reflect the composition of the adult population. Results are weighted for age within 
gender, region, race/ethnicity, household income, education, employment, marital status, and size of household 
where necessary to align them with their actual proportions in the population. Propensity score weighting is 
also used to adjust for respondents’ propensity to be online. Because this survey uses an opt-in, non-probability 
sample based on those who agreed to participate in the online panel, no confidence intervals or margin-of-error 
estimates can be calculated. Note: Numbers might not sum to 100% due to rounding.
